and 71 other Ohio cities and villages, 
and a motion that the new rate sched­ 
ule be thrown out. 
City Attorney Mouser was the first 
official of any of the cities affected 
to register protest with the commis­ 
sion. 
This will suspend the rate in­ 
crease 120 days from November 14, 
when it was filed. 
During that pe­ 
riod Mr. Mouser plans to obtain a rul­ 
ing from the commission on the legal­ 
ity of the second rate increase before 
the first has been allowed, which if 
adverse will be carried to 
the 
su­ 
preme court. 
It is Mr. Mouser s contention that 
the law 
requires a period 
of two 
years to elapse between time of final 
fixing of the gas rate by the c o m m i s ­ 
sion at the conclusion of its investi­ 
gation and the filing of the ne w rate 
schedules. 
“ If utility concerns have the right 
to 
file new 
rate increases while a 
previous one is 
pending, the*. 
can 
keep on filing them forever,’’ Mr. 
Mouser declared. “I have just placed 
the question befur*' the commission, 
and if its ruling is adverse, I shall 
carry it to the supreme court.”

Dust Fuel for Autos 
Predicted by Chemist 
New York. 
W. A. Noel, un 
engineer of the bureau of chem­ 
istry of the Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture, 
demonstrated 
the ex­ 
plosive power of dust here re 
eently and declared that auto­ 
mobiles might be using dust for 
fuel within a short time. 
The dust must consist of car­ 
bonaceous particles. 
It will not 
be sufficient merely to suck Into 
the cylinders the road dust cre­ 
ated by the motor car, but the 
dust must he such as collects on 
many factory floors, constituting 
an explosion hazard. 
Dust from augur, cocoa, cinna­ 
mon, leather, flour, rubber, alumi­ 
num or wood would bt suitable, 
Mr. Noel said.
